The idea originated with Bishop Sat- 
terlee two years ago and was referred 
by him to the diocesan conference, 
which at once gave its hearty approval 
and appointed a committee to pu.-di the 
scheme and g a th e r contributions to a 
building fund. 
A site lins been ob­ 
tained in Washington on which stands 
the famous I ’once cross, around which 
services have long been beld. The n u ­ 
cleus of the .vs,«hhi.ooo or $10,000,000 
the cathedral will cost has partially 
been pledged by Individual Episcopa­ 
lians throughout the country. 
Tile cathedral is expected to be in 
the popular mind the leading church 
of the faith an d the national home of 
its adherents.
